On the campaign trail, a lot of 
promises are made by candidates for 
public office to improve economy and 
efficiency in government if they are 
elected. This pledge has a natural 
appeal to the financially overburdened 
taxpayer. But when winning candi- 
dates take office, they too often find 
that it s easier to talk about economy 
and efficiency in government than to 
accomplish it. I would like to share 
with you some of my ideas on how to 
carry out improved management of 
the federal government. 

The basic difficulty facing the fed- 
eral government today cuts across all 
other campaign issues. National prob- 
lems and the government programs 
and agencies intended to deal with 
them have become incredibly com- 
plex. To begin with, the federal gov- 
ernment is ill-equipped to deal with a 
See CARTER, bopa.

I commend the members of the 
American Society for Public Adminis- 
tration for your excellent work in 
helping to improve public manage- 
ment.
